Strict Enforcement 
Over Animals is 


Proposed to Council 


Menlo Park’s dog control prob- 
lem appeared nearer solution as city 
councilmen Tuesday night received 
an offer from the Palo Alto Humane 
society for use of its pound and 
training of an enforcement officer. 

Gerald Dalmadge of the society ap- 
peared before the council at its 
invitation, made the offer and rec- 
ommended that Menlo Park create 
the position of enforcement officer 
under a new control ordinance. 
SEES MORE REVENUE 

He said most phases of the Palo 
Alto ordinance could be embodied 
in a Menlo Park ordinance. Strict 
enforcement of licensing, he added, 
should result in enough added rev- 
enue to pay the cost of control, in- 
cluding a truck and salary of an 
officer. 

He suggested that construction of 
a Menlo Park pound would be un- 
necessary and expensive, citing that 
the Palo Alto pound would cost 
$70,000 to duplicate. 

“We not only will make an ar- 
rangement for use of our pound, but 
will provide training for an enforce- 
ment officer should you appoint 
one,” he told the council. 

MANY COMPLAINTS 

The council has had a stricter 
dog control ordinance under con- 
sideration for several weeks as a 
result ‘of mounting complaints of 
dogs running loose and creating

Palo Alto Offers Aid 
In MP Dog Control; 
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New City Father 


COUNCILMAN 
DAN HAYES 
TO RESIGN 


Menlo Park will have a new city 
councilman next month. 

Councilman Daniel Hayes, now 
in the process of moving to Ather- 
ton, will submit his formal resig- 
nation at the council meeting Jan. 
24, Mayor Charles P. Burgess said 
after the council session Tuesday 
night. 

Under a commitment made a 
year ago prior to the Belle Haven- 
Suburban Park annexations, 
Hayes’ successor will be named 
from that area. Appointment 
cannot be made before Feb. 1 be- 
cause of the one-year residence 
requirement for a councilman. 
The area’s annevation was effect- 
ive Feb. 1, 1949. 

Hayes, who has engaged in the 
plumbing contracting business for 
a number of years and is immed- 
iate past president of the Menlo 
Park chamber of commerce, was 
elected to a four-year term in 
April, 1948. 

His appointed successor will 
serve the remaining two years and 
two months. 

Hayes had planned to submit 
his resignation at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing, but was unable to attend be- 
cause of private business. 


Map Is Approved 
For First Unit 
Of Linfield Oaks 


The Menlo Park city council Tues- 
day cleared the way for construction 
of the first unit in the Linfield Oaks 
development by approving a map of 
an area in which 47 single family 
homes and several apartments are 
planned. 

The council’s resolution okaying 
the map calls for posting of a $115,- 
000 bond by Menlo Homes, Inc., tract 
owner, for the construction of a road 
into the area and street lighting. 
NO DATE FOR WORK 

In San Francisco, Ray T. Lindsay, 
secretary of the company, said that 
arrangements now are being made 
to provide the bond and record the 
map as a preliminary to construc- 
tion. He said he could not fix a def- 
inite date for start of work. 

The first unit is planned at the 
north end of the tract, midway be- 
tween Middlefield road and the rail- 
road tracks. Zoning provides for an 
apartment house area as well as 
single family dwellings. 

The project will include construc- 
tion by the company of a road from 
Middlefield into the tract, meeting

State Engineers 
Prepare for 


Vehicle Counts 

Synchronized traffic signals on 
El] Camino Real were a step nearer 
realization this week with the arriv- 
al of a state highway department 
engineer and plans for traffic counts 
and other surveys to begin within a 
few days. 

The surveys, which must be made 
before final plans for the system can 
be drawn, will be made under the 
direction of Traffic Engineer Harlan 
Perdew of the state highway depart- 
ment. They will determine the in- 
terval needed between signal chang- 
es to allow proper passage of traffic. 
TO CHECK SPEED 

City Manager Cecil Longson ex- 
plained the surveys will include in- 
formation on the speed of traffic 
all along the highway, the amount 
of through traffic and the speed at 
which it normally travels. 

The counting is complicated by 
the fact that traffic travels faster 
in some parts of the highway than 
in others, Longson said, slowing 
down near intersections and speed- 
ing up on the city’s outskirts. 

The contemplated signal system 
will include lights on El Camino 
Real at Valparaiso, Oak Grove,, San- 
ta Cruz and Ravenswood avenues. 

The signal in front of Central 
school will be eliminated. 
PEDESTRIAN CONTROLS 

The new signals will be of improv- 
ed design and will be provided with 
pedestrian and cross-traffic con- 
trols, Longson said. After traffic has 
crossed the highway, the individual 
light will automatically reset itself 
into the synchronized pattern. 


Police Expand 
Activities of 
Auxiliary Arm 


The Menlo Park police depart- 
ment this week expanded activi- 
ties of its auxiliary arm with the 
appointment of Officer Tom Casey 
to head the group and the schedul- 
ing of weekly instead of monthly 
meetings. 

At the same time, Police Chief 
George “Potter announced that the 
group will undertake study of first 
aid, report writing, police photog- 
raphy and other subjects which will 
be useful in the protection of life 
and property in time of possible 
disaster.

Whether the Menlo Park city 
council will utilize mailed question- 
naires or a house-by-house check 
in its projected survey of rental 
property vacancies was taken under 
advisement by councilmen Tues- 
day night after hearing arguments 
in support of each method. 

At its own invitation, council 
heard views from representatives of 
opposing sides at the Nov. 29 public 
hearing on proposed rent decontrol. 

David Ingram Jr., chairman of 
the Menlo Park fair rent committee, 
and J. B. Newsom of Menlo Park, 
who worked on a survey of Palo Alto 
rental properties, urged use of a 
mail questionnaire. 

OPPOSES SURVEY 

Peter Szego of the Veterans Civic 
Committee, who was chief oppon- 
ent of decontrol at the November 
hearing, opposed a mail check and 
urged that a house-to-house survey 
be made. 

Szego indicated his group did not 
favor any survey by the city govern- 
ment inasmuch as it feels the “bur- 
den of proof that decontrol is justi- 
fied rests with the fair rent com- 
mittee.” 

He added that council, however, 
apparently wants to make its own 
survey and that if there is to be 
one, his group favors a direct check 
at dwellings.

CONSTRUCTION 
SURGE GOES ON 


Rain and cold apparently don’t 
dampen the spirits or cool the ardor 
of Menlo Park builders, who were 
granted permits authorizing $90,000 
worth of new homes during the week 
ended Jan. 9. 

The permits issued included those 
for a $12,000 dwelling to be built for 
James P. McIntyre at 845 Cotton 
street, a $14,000 home to be built for 
F. Sparwasser, Jr. at 1745 Holly ave- 
nue and $8000 residences to be 
built by M & K Construction com- 
panv at 631 Bay road and 1215 Sev- 
ier avenue. 

Three permits were issued to the 
Heyman homes company for $16,- 
000 single family units at 1040, 1000 
and 1060 Wallea drive. 


School Board Hopes 
For Settlement 
Of $210,000 Suit 


Hope was expressed by the Menlo 
Park elementary school district 
board of trustees Monday night that 
a suit seeking $210,000 damages at 
the Hillview school site could be 
settled without added expense to 
the district. 

The suit has been filed by the 
Menlo Investment company, which 
charged that condemnation of the 
land for the school violates the in- 
vestment firm’s water rights. The 
Menlo Investment company is also 
asking, in addition to the damages, 
$60,000 as price of the school site 
instead of the $29,000 set by an ap- 
praiser hired by the school district. 

Besides the water rights matter, 
the board considered a solution to 
the company’s contention that the 
Jocation of the school has severed 
the firm’s lands from Santa Cruz 
avenue. 

EXPECT CONFERENCE 

Engineers and attorneys of the 
contending parties are expected to 
meet in the near future to work 
out phases of the problem. 

Meanwhile, the trustees: 

1. Signed a contract authorizing 
Arthur Janssen and William Dase- 
king, architects, to proceed immed- 
jately with plans for four new class- 
rooms, with utility rooms, to be ad- 
ded to Hillview school. 


Fire Department 
To Add Four Men 


_ Commissioners of the Menlo Park 
fire district Tuesday night author- 
ized the hiring of four more fire- 
men to man the number 4 station 
at Alameda de las Pulgas and Val- 
paraiso avenue, now near comple- 
tion. 

The action was taken after Fire 
Chief Thomas L. Cuff explained that 
that number of men will be needed 
to maintain service at its present 
level in the district once the station 
is placed in operation. 

The additions will bring the dist- 
rict’s complement to 37 men. 

In explaining the need for the ad- 
dition, Chief Cuff told the commis- 
sioners that under the present set- 
up, there are four men off every day. 


In addition, annual vacations will] 


begin this month, causing a further 
drain. 

The chief said that examinations 
would be given to applicants as soon 
as arrangements can be made with 
the Menlo School and College, since 
the present eligibility list is nearly 


4 exhausted.

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Plans Drawn for Crossing Gates; 
ECR Traffic Light Surveys Begin 


City Hopes to Get 
Funds.for Full 
Share of Project 


Railroad crossing barriers will be 
installed on Ravenswood avenue 
within the next fiscal year and plans 
for them are being prepared for the 
approval of state officials, City 
Manager Cecil Longson said yester- 
day. 

Cost of the barriers will be $14,000, 
half of which will be borne by the 
railroad. The city’s share of the cost 
will be paid .partly out of gasoline 
tax funds and possibly entirely out 
of monies obtained from the state. 

The plans are being drafted by 
engineers of the Southern Pacific 
railroad, Longson said, adding that 
the new barriers will be “tied in” to 
operate with those already at Oak 
Grove avenue. 

WIRING SYSTEM 

The wiring of the installation will 
be arranged so that trains slowing 
down to stop at the Menlo Park 
depot will lower barriers and stop 
traffic at only one crossing while 
discharging passengers. 

In the case of through trains, bar- 
riers would be lowered simultaneous- 
ly at both crossings. 

“For instance,” the city manager 
stated, “commute trains from San 
Francisco will close the gates at 
Oak Grove avenue as they approach 
the station. But the electrical sys- 
tem to be installed will be delicate 
enough to detect the fact that such 
trains are slowing down. The Rav- 
enswood avenue barriers, therefore, 
will not be closed until the train 
starts up after stopping at the depot. 

“The same system will operate 
for northbound trains. 

ALLOWS FOR SWITCHING 

“Freight trains switching south of 
Ravenswood avenue will only close 
the barriers as they approach the 
crossing.” 

Fifty per cent of the city’s share 
of the cost—-$3500—will be paid out 
of gas tax funds for major improve- 
ment of city streets,, Longson said. 

Efforts will be made to get the 
rest of the city’s share paid out of 
state funds reserved for post war 
improvements in cities.

A BREAK FOR YOUNGSTERS 


The plan of the Menlo Park police department to set up 
a rifle range for ‘teenagers—providing proper facilities can be 
found—is a good illustration of the mcdern idea of taking extra 
pains to keep youngsters out of trouble . . . the old ‘‘ounce of 
prevention.” 


We’re all for it, and hope the police department is success- 
ful in its search for a basement that can be used for an indoor 
range. Admittedly, it won't be easy to locate such a facility 
in view of the type of building construction common to the 
area, so if any property owner can provide such a place with- 
out inconvenience to himself, he’ll be doing the community 
and its youth a good turn. 


The discharge of firearms within the city limits is forbid- 
den by ordinance. That means that boys with their prized 
" 22's’ must find other places at which to bang away at tar- 
gets and tin cans. It also means that although they won't be 
violating city law, they may be endangering life and property. 

Police Sergeant Joe Ferriera, who is undertaking the pro- 
gram, reported that numerous boys have come to police head- 
quarters asking where they might use their target rifles. That 
fact alone merits carrying out the rifle range project, because 
it reflects a respect for the law on the part of the youngsters. 


As the officer pointed out, a rifle range not only will provide 
boys a safe place in which to use their guns, but will enable 
police to supervise their practice, instruct them in proper use 
of firearms and convey to them an understanding of public 
safety thdt can be valuable in later life. 


We hope you’re successful, sergeant. 


MISHAPS ARE PREVENTABLE 


The California division of industrial safety, which has the 
task of helping reduce occupational accidents, has issued some 
figures and findings that should be of particular interest in 
Menlo Park, where small business firms are predominate in 
the city’s commercial picture. 

It may be something of a surprise that by far the largest 
burden of occupational accident costs fall on small business- 
men... from 70 to 80 per cent. The state agency found that 
of the California total of $230,000,000 a year in industrial 
accident losses, the small firms bear $173,000,000. 

Ninety-five percent of this loss is preventable by proper 
safety programs designed to meet the needs of small firms and 
plants, the agency contends. 

All of which does not mean that Menlo Park business es- 
tablishments are hazardous places. Far from it. In fact, the 
city has a good record of industrial accidents. 

Physicians and clinics report there is an average of one 
minor, ambulatory occupational accident case a day, regarded 
as a low rate in view of the large amount of construction go- 
ing on. 

But the state’s report does carry a warning and an im- 
portant message, that accident prevention work cor always be 
carried on in both large and small concerns and that 95 per 
cent of loss can be avoided. Throughout the state, firms with 
more than 500 workers have an accident frequency of 10.13 
disabling injuries for each million man-hours of work. In firms 
of fewer than 100 employes, the rate was 21.94, more than 
double.

Construction activity in the rec- 
reation and civic center is at a high 
pitch this fiscal year. 

First a contract was let for the 
reconstruction of the public assem- 
bly building in the civic center. One 
end of this building, formerly the 
utility shops of Dibble General hos- 
pital, was remodeled last year to 
serve as city council chambers. The 
other end is now being reconstruct- 
ed to provide two large and one 
small public meeting rooms with a 
kitchen to serve all three. 

Many civic groups have used 
this space since the city acquired 
the property, and upon comple- 
tion of the reconstruction even 
more meetings can be accom- 
modated. Most of the work has 
been done, but plumbing is still 
unfinished. 

Next to the gymnasium a building 
to serve as office and storeroom for 
the national guard unit stationed 
here is nearing completion. The 
guard has signed a lease at $150 
per month 

The revenue from this lease is de- 
posited in the recreation fund to be 
used exclusively for supporting the 
city’s recreation program. 

The third important construc- 
tion project is a wading pool for 

children who are too small for 
the regular pool. The wading pool 
will be situated adjacent to the 
municipal swimming pool. Work 
on this project has commenced, 
and completion is scheduled well 
in advance of the opening of the 
swimming season. 

The bond issue for the purchase 
of the Dibble property from War 
Assets Administration produced at 
its sale $99,502 for the $99,000 par 
value of bonds. The purehase price 
of $79,697 was paid to War Assets, 
and the balance of the proceeds, 
$19,805, is to be used for reconstruc- 
tion and improvements. Two thous- 
and dollars of this total was ex- 
pended last fiscal year. 

The balance, plus the proceeds of 
the sale of 1.89 acres of the property 
acquired bui which is not useful 
for park purpuses, is to finance 
the construction now underway. The 
property to be sold lies across 4&4 
street adjacent to Linfield Oaks. 
Actual disposition will await the 
opening of the first unit of Lin- 
field Oaks, which will provide a 
street connection with Middlefield 
road for the property.

Veterans’ Guide 


Deadline Nears 
For Requesting 
Muster-Out Pay 


World War II veterans who were 
discharged from the armed forces 
before Feb. 15, 1944, and who have 
not yet applied for their mustering 
out pay, or the surviving next-of 
kin of such veterans have only a 
few weeks left in which to do so, ac- 
cording to-Floyd D. Granger, veter- 
ans service officer. 

Mustering-out pay was given to 
most veterans at the time of separ- 
tion from the service, but those 
discharged before February, 1944, 
did not receive it; they had to apply 
for it through their branch of serv- 
ice. It is this right of application 
which expires Feb. 3, 1950, Granger 
said. 

He pointed out that veterans re- 
ceiving base pay higher than that 
of captain in the army or lieuten- 
ant, senior grade, in the navy, were 
never eligible for the mustering- 
out pay of $100 or $300. Nor were 
those discharged on their own ini- 
tiative to accept employment in war 
industry, unless they have served 
outside the continental United 
States or in Alaska. 

Veterans and their surviving next- 
of-kin who may be eligible are ad- 
vised by Granger to call at the vet- 
erans service office in the court- 
house, Redwood City.

them, since the mosquito egg will 
not hatch except after a period of 
dryness followed by immersion. 
GROUNDS CHANGE 

The mosquito breeding grounds 
near the bay change constantly, 
Thomas said. 

Last year, with the leveeing in 
of about 190 acres of marsh land, a 
whole new area had to be mapped 
and the mosquitoes in it brought 
under control. 

The mapping is done during the 
winter months when mosquito 
larvae take as long as six weeks to 
mature, Thomas said. 

In summer the larvae may grow 
to adulthood within eight days. 

If the basic methods of control— 
draining and flooding—cannot be 
‘used, the pest holes are sprayed. 
The Pulgas Mosquito Abatement 
district uses both power and hand- 
operated pumps to discharge a mix- 
ture of diesel oil, fortified with DDT. 
Power pumps are operated from 
trucks or boats, and are preferred 
to the hand-operated pumps because 
igher pressure gives a better spray. 
The breeding-grounds of the 
fresh-water mosquitoes must also be 
located. One open septic tank, for 
instance, can pollute an area up to 
a half a mile from the breeding 
f iground. 

Adult mosquitoes are also sought 
and are harassed with the output 
of a converted army smoke gen- 
erator. Effectiveness of this treat- 
ment has not yet been ascertained. 
But abatement cannot be effect- 
ive if it is merely handled as a local 
problem. 

South bay area salt companies 
cooperate in finding mosquito breed- 
ing grounds, and bay area mosquito 
abatement districts pool informa- 
tion on control and the habits of 
mosquitoes. 

Aedes Squamager, it has been 
found, is a migratory individual who 
can travel as far as 80 miles. Dor- 
salis can fly 30 miles. So control, to 
be effective, must cover a wide area.

1% cups shredded crabmeat 
(6% ounce can) 
114 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
1% teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 
1 cup boiling water 
134 cup evaporated milk (1 
tall can) 
1 egg 
1-2 tablespoons lemon juice 
Remove any shell from crab 
meat, then shred. Melt butter; add 
flour, salt and pepper and blend 
until smooth. Add boiling water 
and cook until mixture begins to 
thicken. Add milk and continue 
cooking until slightly thickened. 
Beat egg; add lemon juice and 
stir into white sauce along with 
crab meat. Heat to serving tem- 
perature and serve immediately.
